Sitting on, the other panel will be 
Dr. J. F. Leddy, Dean of Arts and 
Science at Saskatchewan, a mem- 
ber of the Canada Council, and a 
member' of I lie recent Common- 
wealth Scholarship Interchange 
Program Committee; Colb .Mc 
Ewon, assistant to the President ol 
tlie University- of Sa.skatchcwan ; 
Hoy Ilcenan. pa.sl president ot, the 
.McGill StiKlent.s' Society, and pre- 
sent NFCUS chairman there and 
Peter .Mcekson, president of the 
Alma Mater .Society at UBC. Tlio 
increased attendance at the con- 
ference i3 indicative of the surge 
of growth in the student federation 
during the last few years. Figures 
released today show that the total 
membership for 1958-'59 was 69,121 
as compared with 30.5C5 in 1955- 
'56. MortiniDr Ulstrisky, president 
ol NI'CUS predicted that membcr- 
.ship next year will rencli 75,000. 

Other topics to be discussed in- 
clude the possibility of; increased 
activity on local and regional 'le- 
vels as well as a revamping of In- 
lerreRional scholarships which 
President Bistri.sky predicted, "will 
become a major project particular- 
ly becau.se of the recognition given 
to it by the Canada Council." 

ALGERIANS ATTEND 

Messaoudd Ait Cnaala, president 
of the Union; Générale Des Etu- 
diants Musulmans ' Algériens, will 
aUend the conference to speak 
about the Algerian student situa- 
tion. When he and his vice-presi- 



dent visited Canada In June, Can- 
adian officials thought they were 
official members of the FLN. Fol- 
lowing an appearance on TV, -an 
official protest was lodged by the 
French embassy wliicli pre.sumed 
they were members of the organi- 
zation which was to have been re- 
presented on a TV discu.ssion about 
the Algerian situation which was

Federation Pulls out 
Of the Red; Knocks 
Out Past Deficits 

OTTAWA (CUP) — The National Federation of 
Canadian Univcraity Students tlirew away it.i red ink 
today after its auditors announced that the federation waa 
once again in the black. 

For' the first time since the travel department, to offset pot- 



disastrous year of lOSO-ST, the 
travel department was financial- 
ly Self-sufficient, enabling the 
erasure of 1957-58's overall def- 
icit of $3,440.05. The overall sur- 
plus last year was $2,315.94. 

President Mortimer Bistrlsky 
stated that as of August 31, the 
travel department pulled itself 
up to a Surplus of $172.08 from 
a deficit of $4,403.29 in 1957-58 
and $4,758.08 in 1956-37. 

These deficits were offset by 
money drained from tlie general 
fund. 

STABILITY IN SIOHT 

"Financially we aro now at 
the stage where we can begin to 
think in terms of stability", Bis- 
trlsky said. 

He added, "NFCUS must con- 
tinue the present trend until we 
reach the state -where both the 
travel and general accounts are 
self-sufficient. 

•Then we can think, in terras 
of building, particularly in, the 



sible unforsecn incidents in thq 
future. Under such a scheme it 
would not take two or threo 
years for the federation to r» 
cuperate from a bad year." Pres- 
ident Bislrisky stressed thai 
"Credit for the improvement in

Millions Will Die Predicts 
Nuclear Expîert Pauling

"Tbc bomb tests carried out 
so far win cause 140,000 people 
now living to die of leukemia 
and bone cancer, and about a 
million more to die o{ cancer of 
all kinds." • , . . 

This was the statement made 
by Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel 
prizewinner and one of the most 
distinguished scientists of out 
time, to an audience of 600 at 
Gesu Hall on Friday evening.

The speech, sponsored by the 
Committee for the Contrcd oi 
Radiation Hazards was given to 
inform. Uie public , of radiation 
effects. 

Dr. Pauling explained that the 
world is at a fork in the load 
with one path .leading to world 
destruction and the other to 
world peace. Man most make the 
choice. 

How great is the damage of 
radiation? Dr. Pauling said that

radiation affects genes, which 
determine physical and persona- 
lity traits. This results in physi- 
cal and mental disease. Dr. Fau- 
Ung estimated that 150,000 chU- 
dren in the world have been or 
wul die because of defective 
genes they have inherited from 
their parents. He also pointed 
out that if the present situation 
prevails a quarter of a million 
children will be born highly de- 
fective because of previous bomb 
tests. Countless more will have 
minor defects. 

Dr. Pauling explained that 
4,000 great bombs, each of which 
has 7.5 times the power of all 
the explosives used in World War 
U, wotdd destroy the world. He 
added| that there' are' thousands 
of these boinbs In . the stockpiles 
of the United States, U.S.S.ILt 
and England. . . 

Dr. Pauling continued that he 
felt that the wotid is changing. 
Bomb tests have been suspended 
since November, 1958, Interna- 
tional congresses have been held 
to discuss the curbing of nuclear 
war. In the opinion of Dr. Pau- 
ling, the people of the world 
must realize that we are fight- 
ing a common enemy: war.

Local Debaters Enter 
H-Bomb 




Four veteran debaters Friday 
tackled the favorite resolution that 
the farther development of nuclear 
weapons should bo prohibited by 
international agreement. The deba- 
.to was an exhibition in the Débat» 
• ing Union's ;novic« - trafailsg pro- 
gram. 

For the affirmative. Slaa Messes 
pited examples of tho dangers 
involved in nuclear testing. These 
were based on reports set down 
by H. G. MuUer. Ilobel Prize 
winner.' and by the BnUetln oi 
Atomic Scientists: both emphasixe 
the disastrous genetic effects of 
radiation. 



"An international agreement si- 
gned by ail nations would prevent 
the spread of nuclear capability to 
other nations.'' said Messcr. "If 
more nations ieara to manufacture 
nudear weapons, the chances ol 
accarapUiUiig aiGh Van agreement 
wlII 'MCooie more and more re- 
jnote." 

Barry Margolis, arguing for the 
negative, described nie prerolenl 
fear of radioactivity as a mere 
case of mass hysteria based on 
Inadequate knowledge. He added 
that even scientists were divided in 
tlieir o pIn iftpSi' -.1 , ' 

'Joel 6eh,6f Àè affirmative coun- 
tered that In this very doubt there 



is danger; and, tlierefore, further 

reason, for banning nuclear tests. 
He mentionned that control of nu- 
clear tests is now possible and 
that every nattai would welcome it. 

Gordon Edienberg for thé nega- 
ilvti asserted that we need an 
agreement bhidlng all nations, in- 
cluding Communist China. China 
has refused to participate unless 
admitted IntotboUif. Ha dahncd 
that an agreement; with t]ie:US.SR 
alone would never lasi, as tht Rus- 
sians he' said.. &ave brol^en all 
their signed agreements suee the 
odoe Worid War n. ' ■ *

When we are criticized for poor writing, for unima- 
ginative editorials, or childish features pages we can 
always try to do better. But when it comes to too many 
ads the question is an economic one which is here to stay. 

The Daily depends on two main revenue sources: 
Btmlcnt fees (the University deducts $1.50 per student 
from fees which is paid tt) the Students' Society expressly 
for the Diiily) and advertising. The .îl.ôO per student 
has been the .same since lOtl. The advertising revenue 
reached a p e a k iu lî|ô()-r)7 and has suffere l in. the 
recession. In the face of this, publi.'<hing costs h.;ve been 
ji.'<ing continually. 

The Daily does'not break even. Each year its finan- 
cial statement shows a fair-.sized deficit.. We do not 
expect to break even this year either, but we do hope tg 
firmly control the deficit. To do this we must run a 

• considerable amount of ads in each paper. We cannot cut 
ads in preference of reading matteivand we cannot run 
laiger papers unless the advertising warrants it. 

The.se are economic facta of life which our readers 
must be prepared to accept. And. unless there is a sudden 
economic upsurge they will have to accept them- for many 

• years to êome. In brief, we are the .slaves of Madison 
Avenue and the churls of modern day commercialism.

The Morbid Patterns of Existence

Far Lagei'kvist, in spite- of the fact that he lias won the Nobel Prize for Litera- 
ture in 1951, is still relatively little known and read in this country. The reasons for 
tills are at least partially apparent considering the few translations of his works which 
have been made available and the highly unconventional use of complex mystical sym- 
bolism found' in his books. Lagerkvist has written many novels or rather novellas, and 
among his better known lx)oks three stand out iis i^xccllcnt works of art. They are: 
"Thé Sybil", "The Dwarf" and>"Barabl)as". It is nnfortuiiate that Lagerkvist is not 
more witiely re.'id by people interested in conlcnipcuary literature, and it .is the pur- 
pose of this essay io remedy in some small way this situation. ' ' .

Firsf, exactly what are the 
particularly 'noteworthy aspects 
of Larucrkvist'i analysis of be- 
ing in the modern world? In 
"Barabbns", probably his best 
work, the theme is concerned 
with the spiritual plight of thé 
man who was acquitted in order 
that Christ should be cruci- 
fied. The problem facing Ba- 
rabbas, the notoriou.s thief 
chosen to be set free, was how 
he should feel towards his bene- 
factor who -willed his freedom 
and recommended U to the 
Roman authorities.*Throughoiit 
the novel, Barabbas finds it 
impossible lo fully surrender 
himself and his individuality lo 
the new r»'li};ion which at first 
he does not comprehend nor 
(loe^i he wish lo comprehend. 
The aphorism "love one an- ^ 
other" remains enigmatic to 
him until;.>ib>iS:f|nBlly crucified 
along with'St'^Pctcr for having 
taken p.nrt in the alleged Chris- 
tian burning of Rome. 

In short, Lagbrkvisfs art 
centres arovind a Jew unable to 
find an integrated place in a 
society rapidly returning to 
religious values, and more im- 
portant, unable to achieye a 
state of grace when having to 
confront the Christian mystery. 
The . clandestine practices oi 
the ' new secret society calling 
itself Christian disgusts Barab- 
bas for reasons he is incapable' 
of explaining to himself or to 
others. He docs discover how- 
ever that because of his expo- 
sure' to it, he has ' found a 
strange and wonderful capacity 
within* himself of lovë,';.jespeeï* , 
ally that which l< deformed 
and sometimes hideous' in life. 
Basically, he still remains a 
thief and at times a murderer, 
but when he is inspired to kill, 
he is almost in a sensé execut- - 
ing a duty in the name of some - 
obscure and transcendental 
facet of his being.' Barabbas is 
transformed arid changed- in 
many ways, but all in all he has 
become more morbid and gro- ' 
tesf|ue even In his physical ap- '. 
■ pcarance.

The 
wanderer had had 'a curse laid - 
upon him by a ".man who was 
aboiit to be crucified" when the 
former refused to allow the con- 
demned man to rest momenta- 
rily against his house. 

After listening to his »tory, 
the Priestess then beyins to tell 
the story of her own life so that 
he may derive consolation from • 
another's suffering. In -this 
work, the morbid and the gro- 
tesque are eyén^mére emphasi- 
zed than In ''•Barai»bas". It is 
fundamentally a reslatenunt ol 
the major theme tont. lined in 
the latter novel; that is, the 
seeming impossibility of exis- 
ting In harmony with God. This 
brings to my mind, at any rate, . 
reverberations ot Kafka and hli 
inability to ''establish communi- 
cation with the Castle" in' the 
famous fragmentary novel of 
"The Castle". 

Kafka is hindered continually 
from coexisting with the trans 
cendental by endless miles ol 
red tape: which prevent him 
from reaching the proper autho- 
rities in the ' castle". His world 
is an immutable world of order- 
ly-disguised disorder, with the 
certain knowledge of eh.nos for- 
citig each individual into the 
distorted underworld of the pu- , 
relysubjectlvé. Each man beco- 
mes a potentially subversive en- 
tity awaiting his chance to shat- 
ter the dream-fog which perpe- 
tually shrouds him in a solip- 
sism of illusion. The Divine For- 
ce which controls both I he lives 
': of Kafka and Lagerkvist Is oxtrc- 
. mely different from the bene- 
volent and merciful GoÀ of 
Christianity.

man, much lest allow liiin to 
flourish individually in an artis- 
tic capacité. And through long 
cxp«rianct, Lagarkvitt hit co- 
rn* to raalix* thit no mittor 
hew. much w* may disclilm th« 
exittanct of God, .Iht mor* wt 
rtfuit to aectpt him Iht mort 
w* ira in fact affirming htm. 

This in itself is a frightening 
paradox allowing the artist no 
peace. Lagerkvlst's writings are 
of. necessity negative; his sym- 
boljc .structure has the uninhi- 
Diteil characteristics of an liai* 
luciitalioti 'seen through the 
strict and sophisticated eye oi 
the Classicist, attesting to tin 
dangers of wading too deeply 
Into the (|Uicksands of mystical 
experimentation. 

For our purposes as readers 
being Introduced to this relati- 
vely new form of contemporary 
artistic expression, it is essen- 
tial to keep in tnind that Lagerk- 
vist is primarily concerned with 
the modern man, born into a 
scientific and technologically 
oriented world of almost~entirc* 
ly positlvlstic or materialistic 
values, forced to make his 
peace with a cruel and egocen- . 
trie life-force, and liie draiiintic 
strujifile ^vliich inevitably en- 
sues from such a meeting of 
-wills. '.God eventually winning 
out over the individual spirit 
may be taken as. Lagerkvlst's 
philosophy of life and 'as -the 
general tlicmaUc conclusion of 
his novels.

TORONTO, Oct. 2. — McGill Hedmen started the 
season in the same way they finished it last year, as 
Toronto Varsitv crushed them 42-1 before 11,932 people 
In Varsity, Stadium. 

The Friday night league opener showed the some basic 
reason why the Varsity crow had smeared the Redmen in 
last season's final game, 50-7, na the heavier, but speadier, 
eqund outclassed the McGill team, even Avith unimpressive 
playing. 

The Blues scored six touchdowns, four converts, and 
•two singles for their 42 points, while McGill made its only 
point on a single after a field goal attempt in the first 
quarter. 



It was mainly the Toronto 
power that told the story. Their 
bloekinu on the line usually Kavc 
them a five yard gain before 
McGill tacklers could reach the 
ball carrier, only, to, be bounced 
aside by the heavier man. Crisp, 
accurate lacklinK by the Redmen, 
usually shoestring tackles, kept 
the yardage gained down to an 
expected level. An when the 
Blues found they were not going 
througli the line as easily as 
last year, they went to the air, 
finding pass receivers continually 
in the open. 

Every completed Toronto pass 

— there were six of 18 attempted 

— was to the left side or the 
middle of the McGill defense, 
Statistically McGiU's passing was 
belter — five of 13 tried — but 
the completions were either 
screen passes or swinp passes, 
and three tosses were intercept- 
ed. ■•-•:-r-r^, -/pv" 

The Varsity Blues rolled up 
323 yards on the ground and 164 
yards in the air, while McGill 
Redmen picked up 31 yards rush- 
ing and 60 passing. This gave 
Toronto a total of 24 first downs 
to the Tribe's 8, but penalties 
evened this out, with the Blues 
receiving 128 yardi and the Beds 
only 30. 

REDMEN TAKE LEAD 

McGill opened the scoring in 
a relatively even first quarter. 
Following two Varsity offsides, 
McGill took the ball- on the To- 
ronto 15. A running play was 
■topped and Roberts was smeared 
on a pass attempt, so Joe Irvin 
tried a field goal from the 22- 
yard line. It was wide but car 
ried far enough that Potter was 
rouged for a single. The quarter 
ended with McGill leading 1-0! 

Varsity finished off a 40-yard 
drive early in the second quarter, 
with McMurty plunging from the 
2, and Varsity never looked back. 
Nick Soplnka, the rookie Varsi- 
tv quatcrback, showed that he is 
the best passer in the league by 
tossing 25 yards to Lougheed who 
was in behind the McGill de- 
fenders on their left-hand side. 
Following the fint of Myer's 
three interceptions, all In the 

game, Soplnka threw to Bobby 
)ann on. the same, pus play that 
bad scored- the last touchdown, 
and the same play they had used 
on the previous down but had 
gone incomplete. A 49-yard 
march by Murchle, an .867ud 
march with . another Soplnka 'TD 

fiass; and a march following an 
nterception, gave the other Blue 
touchdowns.

CRISP TACKLING 

McGill showed very crisp tackl 
ing, especially on the Toronto 
attempted punt returns. Usually 
the first man to the ballcarrier 
dropped him with a low tackle 
around the knees. In contrast, 
Toronto's tackling was slow, and 
with better blocking, McGill run 
ners could have made much more 
yardage. 

Varsity end runs also showed 
the story of the game— blocking 
usually mowed down a number 
of Redmen but one or two would 
get through. By that time the ball 
■carrier either out ran them, bull- 
dozed through them, or were 
brought crashing to the ground 
with low tackles. . 

John Roberts and Frank Mazco, 
who replaced Roberts when he 
was injured in the second quar 
ter, both were hit before they 
could even find out where their 
pais receivers were in some plays, 
while in others the pass was hun 
rled. Con.iequently there were 
lirce intercentioDs and eight incom' 
pletlons. . Only with down-and-out 
passes could McGill gain any yar- 
dage. 

FOREMAN LOST 

Toronto lost their roost impres- 
sive up-and-coming ball carrier, 
Joe Foreman, when he was hit 
on the sidelines by Gordie Merritt 
after a 3S-yard run late in the 
fourth quarter, and he suffered 
a broken bone just above the 
ankle. But more serious for Mc- 
Gill fans was the loss of John 
Roberts for the second half of the 
Blue game. He was hit just after 
throwing a pass, and was helped 
off the field with a twisted knee. 
He sat out the second. half on the 
bench and it Is not known if he 
will > play in the / Queen's game 
here this Friday night. 

SPORT NOTES: Redmen lost 
two fumbles... passing is both 
the weakness in Redmen defense, 
and could be the strength^in the 
offense, but more protection will 
lie .'needed . . . Carl Hansen kept 
Dlunging all the time at the line 
but just couldn't get free ... . 

Only SO people went np on the 
train, plus the 34 in the band . . . 
only one special car was used, in 
CMnparison with about tea last 
'year'iV; no chcerleaderettes went 
up either. . , more old McGilliana 
cheered at the game than stu- 
dents , . . even the band quit ear 
ly... for once, spirits on the 
train out-weighed spirit . . . musi- 
cal accompaniment was the only 
reason for any singing on the way

Western Crushes Queen's 
20-8 In Season's Opener

tario Mustangs opened their Se- 
nior Intercollegiate Football sea* 
son by sweeeping to a decisive 
20-8 victory over Queens Golden 
Gaels. This triumph put the Mus- 
tangs In a first-place tie with 
the University of Toronto Blues 
who overwhelmed Uic McGill 
Redmen 42-1 at Toronto. 

The Mustangs.'i^ showing power 
throughout the contest, uncorked 
a devastating ground attack pow- 
ered by Lional Conacher and 
Meco Poliiiani that rolled up 25 
first downs to 11 for Queens. 
During most of the tilt, 'Western 
kept the play hi Queen's terri- 
tory. Western quarterback, Frank 
Cosentlno, completed 10 of 17 
pass attempts while finding holes 
In the Gaels defensive alignment 
which kept them off balance 
most of the afternoon. The teams 
traded touchdowns in the first 
quarter, but Western puUed 
away to a 17-7 score in the se- 
cond by counting a converted 
touchdown and a fieldgosd. : 

Queens took a 1-0 lead when 
Terry Porter's punt carried 00 
yards over the deadline to score 
a single. Then Mike Wicklum 
took a Western, kickoff and ran 
it 00 yards to score a brilliant 
touchdown. It was not converted. 
The Mustangs knotted their 
first touchdown when they mo- 
ved from their own 25, using 
Conacher and Polizlanl on alter- 
nate plays to reach the Queens 
12. Then Cosentlno spotted 
George Sheperdan.the end zone 
for the touchdown which was 
converted by Bill Mitchell. 

For their next major, Western 
moved from midficld into scor- 
ing territory on four plays. The 
quarterback^s first pass was in- 
complete, but a pass interfer- 
ence call gave them the ball on 
the Queens 35. Conacher ran off 
tackle to the twelve and Cosentl- 
no carried on an option play 
around the Gaels left end. 

Midway through the second 
quarter, Mitchell kicked a 42-yard 
field goal from a wide angle. 

Coach Johnny Metras of Wes- 
tern figures his team will be a 
strong contender this year and 
his squad so far has come
